Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7/21/2008 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features for " wherein the reference data has a 
hierarchical structure and has data used for a calculation in a reproduction operation in 
a predetermined layer in said hierarchical structure of said reference data 
corresponding to said compressed video data and said compressed audio data, 
respectively: data reproduction means for producing reproduction condition data in a 
predetermined structure which includes a condition for the reproduction operation based 
on said data used for a calculation of a condition of being demanded for reproduction 
operation in said reference data, wherein the reproduction condition data is disposed in 
a top layer of said hierarchical structure of said file ": Independent claim 5 identifies the 
uniquely distinct features for " wherein the reference data has a hierarchical structure 
and has data used for a calculation in a reproduction operation in a predetermined layer

in said hierarchical structure of said reference data corresponding to said compressed 
video data and said compressed audio data, respectively, wherein the reproduction 
means reproduces reproduction condition data in a predetermined structure which 
includes a condition for the reproduction operation based on said data used for a 
calculation of a condition of being demanded for reproduction operation in said 
reference data, wherein the reproduction condition data is disposed in a top layer of 
said hierarchical structure of said file ": and Independent claim 11 identifies the 
uniquely distinct features for " wherein the reference data has a hierarchical structure 
and has data used for a calculation in a reproduction operation in a predetermined layer 
in said hierarchical structure of said reference data corresponding to said compressed 
video data and said compressed audio data, respectively, wherein the reproduction 
means reproduces reproduction condition data in a predetermined structure which 
includes a condition for the reproduction operation based on said data used for a 
calculation of a condition of being demanded for reproduction operation in said 
reference data, wherein the reproduction condition data is disposed in a top layer of 
said hierarchical structure of said file ": The prior art of Yamada et al. (US 6,871 ,205) a 
disclose conventional method to extract outline information to generate an index to 
make playback/editing easier, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious.
